The virus which decimated 
the seal population of the

which washed ashore showed they 
were infected with the Mobilli virus. 
The disease is similar to canine dis- 
temper, and Riddell believes the dol- 
phins could be treated with a vac- 
cine similar to one used for dogs. So 
far, the outbreak has only affected 
Stenella dolphins in the western 
Mediterranean, the most common 
species in the region.
